Grocers and Other R etailers Must 
Keep Record Each Sale and 
Turn in Reports 
New food 
regulations 'lim it the 
*ale of sug ar to individuals, in town 
to two pound* at a sale and for the 
country at five pounds. 
This doe* not affect canning cer­ 
tificates or the consumption of sugar, 
which remains at 3 pounds per per­ 
son monthly. 
It does nffect* the amount which 
may be sold at a time and each gro<- 
•r or other retailer must keep a record
